MUSICIANS. 

We seek to express and inspire 
emotions with our music: to give voice to* 
some of our feelings, and to produce feel¬ 
ings of similar intensity in others. 

But we do not want to be put on a 
pedestal as “artists,” we do not want to 
present ourselves as being any different 
than you. We do not want to suggest that 
we have a creative power that you do not 
have, that you must come to us to buy cre¬ 
ativity and emotion. We’re not interested 
in turning our emotions into musical prod¬ 
ucts you can purchase, for entertainment 
or anything else. Capitalism has made the 
musician a businessman who sells emo¬ 
tions and creativity to people who don’t 
realize they have creativity of their own. We 
reject this role. 

Instead, we seek to express our¬ 
selves freely in hopes that it will encour¬ 
age you to express yourselves freely as 
well. We would like to live surrounded by 
art and music and human emotion, cre¬ 
ated and expressed by everyone, not just 
by a select elite. 

CATHARSIS IS A GROUP OF PEOPLE 
WITH IDEAS. 

We are not content to merely make 
angry music without considering what the 
causes of this anger might be. To make a 
religion of your discontent, to focus your 
art and life on your own misery without try¬ 
ing to do anything about it, 
is to give in to despair, 
to accept a life of 
powerlessness 
and failure. 
To do this 
while you 
are alive, 
while 
you still 
have de- 
sires 
and 
dreams, 
is merely 
stupid. So 
we try to ana¬ 
lyze our lives 
and the world 
around us, to come up 


with some ideas as to the causes of our frus¬ 
tration; and we hope to share these ideas 
with you. When we perform, we speak about 
the subjects discussed in our songs, and we 
hope to speak to you about these (and other) 
subjects before and after we perform as well. 

Our aim is not to “educate you,” but 
for us all to learn from each other. Our ideas 
aren’t necessarily any more correct or im¬ 
portant than yours are. Many of you have 
knowledge and experience much different 
from ours, and we want to learn from you at 
least as much as we want to express our 
own beliefs. We all stand to gain from con¬ 
sidering and discussing our lives and our 
world. 

Because we are / 70 /content with the 
world we live in, we are not willing to just 
make music and keep silent.

We are not content with the world 
we live in. 

Because we still feel alive, even sur¬ 
rounded by so much death and despair, we 
fight to attain our desires. This world hinders 
us in our pursuit of happiness in a thousand 
ways: we are limited by governments, capi¬ 
talist economic systems, religious supersti¬ 
tions, cultural restrictions, hatred and igno¬ 
rance, the submission and hopelessness of 
those around us. For us, “revolution” is the 
moment when an individual breaks free of 
these constraints, takes control of her life, 
and makes her dreams reality.
